THE HOUSING AND TELEPHONE FACILITIES (MEM¬

1986. 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Hous'<g and Telephone 
Facilities (Members of Parliament) Second Amendment Rules, 
1986. 
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(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication 
in. the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members of 
Parliament) Rules, 1956, — 

(i) in rule 2— 

(a) in sub-rule (1) and the proviso thereto, for the word 
'rent’, wherever it occurs, the words ‘licence fee’ shall 
be substituted; and 

(b) in sub-rule (3) for the word ‘rent’, Wherever it oc¬ 
curs, the words ‘licence fee’ shall be substituted;
